WHITE-ON-WHITE JURY 
FOR ANGELA TOO! 


When Sister Angela Davis was ar- 
rested back in 1970, many people were 
outraged. She had already suffered 
humiliation and possibLe loss of her 
livelihood as a teacher at the Uni- 
versicy of Califomia at Los Angeles, 

This had been done to her because of 
politica! beliefs* They hadclaimedthac 
Sister Angela should nor be allowed to 
"indoctrinate" the students with her 
Communist beliefs, Besides the fact 
that the Indoe trin ation of capitalist, 
exploimrive ideals is rampant in the 
United States school systems, the 
Califomia hierarchy knew very well 

that many white people had long been 
teaching at U.C,L.A* who held basi- 


caily the same politic albe liefs* Angela 
was bcing made into the example, Too 
many ideas infiltrating into a Uni- 
versity could not bc tolcrated by Ronald 
Reagan and the rest of the Califomia 
University structure, 

Wfien people heard of this absurd 
situacion, many began co respond with 
overwhelming support of the cause she 
represented. The pigs'plan had already 
back-fired, Her case was becoming in- 
steati of a quiet witch-hunt, a major 
polïtical issue around which many peo¬ 
ple were coming together. People were 
beginning co quesrïon not only the Unï- 
versity of Califomia and iis racist, 
fascist policfes, but the entire Cali~ 


fornia politica! power structure. A 
great number of American people were 
more interested in the type of educarion 
our youth rcceive than they were in- 
terested in vicious name-calling and 
character assas sin ation, 

The State of Califomia is advanced 
in sophisticated fascist practices, and 
was very imhappy at the tum of events 
around the issue of Angela Davis. Tlieix 
prestige, theit audiority was in 
question and suffe ring a serieus blow. 
After all, no one, certainly none of the 
People, was supposed co quesdon sueh 
policies, Many people were even be-

BY L.A. POLICE 


lf a person is a defendant in a well- 
known ‘‘legaF’ case in a major city 
and is then found in the morgue lo- 
cated in the samc building in which 
the trial is belng held, why does it 
take one week to idenfify her body? 
Los Angeles Police claim that the body 
of a young, Black woman, eightmonths 
pregnant, was found in Lynwood (a 
small subarb of Los Angeles), Cali- 
fomia, They claim she had been lying 
in the County rnorgue, or Medical Ex- 
aminer's office a week before she could 
be identified (by her attomey). She was 

1 ‘finally™ identified as Saundra Pratt, 
t/ie wLfe of EJmer Pracc, both of whom 
were on trial in Los Angeles for the 
vicious police raid upon the offices 
and homes of the Black Panther Party 
in December of 1969, 

Saundra Lans Pratt (known by many 
as "Red'*) was well known to Los 
Angeles Police. They had certainly 
taken enough photographs and finger- 
prïnts of her when they viciously kicked 
in the door of a private Panther home, 
back on that day in December of 1969, 
and dragged her from her bed in the 
early morning hours. Even anamateur 
detective could have compared herfin- 
gerprints to these in the elaborately 
organized files of the police depart- 
ment, and easily identified her im- 
mediately, Besides, the Los Angeles 
Police Department bas long had in- 
tricate and full records of all of the 
defendants in what was at one time 
called the trial of the *'L.A, 18”, 

One must take only a general look 
at those present trial proceedings to 
guess at the mocive of such a vicious 
act, Ln the past severat months, Los 
Angeles pigs have struited onto the 
courtroom stage to butld a case that 
would show the 13defendants conspired 
together to commit maas murder upon 
the L,A,P*D. With not one witness 
frorn any of the Black communities in 
which the assaulted homes or offices 
were located, the pigs there had to go 
lt alone, They had just finished pre¬ 
senting their Hes, They have putforrh, 
in other words, all they have, It has

been unimpressive. With so mach at 
stake, the police have presented one of 
the most pathetically phoney cases ever 
to cake so long. Tc has cost the state 
of Galifornia a great deal of time, 
men, effort and, most importantly, 
monev co firstly actempt co kill as 
many Fantheis as possible in 1969 and 
to fa Li, and now to imprison for life 
as many of the victims of that raid 
and to be failing, From Ronald Reagan 
to (Mayor) Samuel Yorxy toFigChlef 
Davis, on down, the Galifornia and U.S 
power structure cannot tolerate com¬ 
plete defeat on rhis one. With a sloppy 
case and seveti Blacks on the jury, 
their position was, for chem, unbear- 
ably weak, An entire two-year effort 
was obviousty about to go up in smoke* 
Not only that, bui the well-known 
prestige of L.A/s pig hïerarchy was 
at stake, for they were about to lose 
the battle, Just like other States had 
recently lost other phoney conspiracy 


cases. They were just winding up pre¬ 
senting everything they could scrape 
up, when the body of Saundra Pratt 
was suddenly "‘discovered'' in their 
morgue, riddled by bullets, 

Besides the fact of all thls, one 
of the most racist, arrogant judges in 
the County, Judge George M. Dell, 
who is over-seeing judgement, dïd not 
even have the courresy to inquïre - 
untÜ too late - of Saundra rratt’s 
whereabouts, when she did not appear 
Ln court at the beginning of the week 
(November Sth), Dell did deelde to 
issue a bench warrant for her arrest, 
the nest day, due to her absence, He 
has since the "discovery'L madesome 
suggestïon that her murder should be 
investigated, 

Within this framework, the day afcer 
the police decided to announce that 
Saundra Pratt had been murdered, in- 
vestigation seemed un-needed, The Los 

Angeles Times Newspaper began, like 
clock-work, to put into action their as- 
signed task in the pig conspiracy to 
murder Saundra Pratt. Headlines 
broadcasted the secondstep* With a few 
clever phrases, the so-called*'Newton 
faction” or the Black Panther Party 
was implicated in the murder. The 
stories added how thia event would 
bring ahout a “showdown" of 
"factlons”, Those who took this as 
gospel, who either wanted to or, in 
fact, did believe and accept this lie 
were now to be pulled into the con¬ 
spiracy, to act as pawns and carry 
out the obvious third step of the police 
conspiracy. Los Angeles pigs now hope 
that with such a stage set, they can 
either instigate or commit murder al¬ 
ter murder upon members of “both 
sides“L Additionally, those who might 
1 'escape'" their murder conspiracy 
would be at least available for im- 
prisonment, Tlie four members of the 
Southern Galifornia Chapter of the 
Black Panther Party who are defen- 
dants in the case have already been 
told they wül "probably M be “picked

vannia Chapter headquarters of the 
Black Fanther Party, in Philadetphïa, 
to teil the Party the problem. Ske ex- 
plained that she was being forced to 
live in a one-room apartment (at 39th 
and Walnut Streets) which was casting 
her so much that afterpaying the racist 
slumlord this amount, she was lefl 
witk only $5.00 o week. This was 
supposed to cover her other needs. 

Sister Emma has complained to the 
Welfare Department repeatedly, Her 
cry has, mturally, fatten upon deaf 
ears. Sn addition t due to a condition 
of low bJoocf pressure, she is fre- 
quently weak and dizzy, Her condition 
is certainly worsened by the Httle-or- 
nothing ske has to spend. Emma*s 
doctor even spoke to welfare officials 
on her behalf, pleadïng for extra funds 
for Sister hmma*s special medical 
needs. This toe did not matter . When 
om of Emma’s neighbors finally 
brought her to our office to see in 


wkat way we could help, Sister Emma 
was overcome udth exhaustion and 
strain. After resting a moment, she 
just cotlapsed and passed out* She had 
to be taken to the hospi tal for treat- 
ment. 

To aid in Sister Emmc's cemfmwing 
figkt to survive Pfoiiüdelpfri^s dehu- 
manizing welfare system, anewapart¬ 
ment and adequate clothing have been 
obtained for her * 

We must continue fo battle against 
these conditions until there are no 
more Emma Wades, no more utctèms 
of the welfare system , We will struggle 
until there is a human society, a hitman 
system that is responsive to the people, 
all the people*

OF BLACK GENOCIDE 


Mr. and Mrs. John Smith of 254 
Bruce Street in Baltimore (Maryland) 
are witnesses to the genocidal nature 
and actions of U.S, govemment 
agencies whieh are supposedly 
cmeemed with the “health** and*'wel¬ 
fare” of Black People, as well as all 
the People, Despite the fact that both 
John and Mae Smith have contribuled 
to the wealth of local capitalists f as 
part of the werking-consuming masses, 
and Mr. Smith served in the Ü.S. 
Armed Farces, when lUey became sick 
and were no langer usefuf they ur ere 
cast aside with no tegard for their 
lives or survival * From the time the 
Smiths fïrst began to require frequent 
mediaal attention and subseqmntly be- 
came dep endentupon public assistance, 
their lives look on a steady dotmward 
path. Their very survival is tied up in 
the red tape of insensitive and bureau¬ 
cratie govemment agencies. 

In June of 1970, John Smith in~ 
jured his spine, after a fall that oc- 
curred as ü result of stumbling over 
a Street fire hydranL This injury 
resulted in a serious change in Mr.

ckair to whick he had been confined , 
Later , he took another fait, in fact, 
through a wtndow of his home and suf¬ 
fer ed even greaier injury. 

Ha ving been a veteran f Mr. Smith 
thougkt he uw$ eligible for mediaal 
care and other veteranes benefits, and 
that at least his medical needs could 
be met, After his examination at the 
Veteranes Hospital t he was simply sent 
home. He had neither been told what 
was wrong nor whether or nol he wjas 
eligible for veteran*$ benefits, Finally r 
Mr. Smith tumed to the State Wel¬ 
fare Agency, When Mr. Smith applied 
for welfare, he was told to return to 
the V,A. hospital to apply for Ve¬ 
terans benefits . Since Mr, Smith tvas 
not receiving any medical treatment or 
medication , he frequently went to Bon 
Secour Hospital , especially when the 
pain became extremely bad É Six months 
later, he was suddenly notified by the 
V *A, that S£rïCÉ his injury toas not 
service connected t he was not eligible 
for any kind of treatment. From June

Billy Fulibright ls a forty-nme year 
old Black man, a disabled veteran of 
World War II, Over fifteen momhs 
ago, while serving a thïrty-day sen- 
tence on a "drunk” charge, at Santa 
Rita Prïson Farm !n Pleasanton, Cali- 
fomia, he was victimized by the Ala- 
nieda County Sheriffs Department, 


Billy Fulibright is an amputee*. He 
was serving his sentence in the hospit al 
warü of Santa Rita* On the night of 
June 8, 1970, Billy was awakened when 
Alameda County Sheriffs charged into 
the barracks-hospita! ward from aJJ 
directLons. At first these pigs claim 
they had been told he had a gun, al- 
though he was in cheir jail, underthelr 
custody and close guard. Ir turned our 
that Billy Fulibright was simply trying 
to fix bis wooden leg, with a special 
device (certainly not a gun), m order 
to get into bed. When they rusfted in, 
Brocher Billy raised both his hands 
high. At the sound of the shotguns 
being prepared for firing, Billy ln- 
srfnerively raised his arm to shield 
hls face, Withln minutes, Billy Full- 
brlght*s arm, thlgh and leg were filled 
wrth bock s hot * r.. 


For a few days, Billy could not even 
be J< found'\ Billy's fellow prisoncrs 
thought he may have been murdered, 
They protested theprison's vlcïousand 
murderous attempt upon Billy Full- 
bright's life. Ic was later leamed that 
Billy had been transferred. He was 
finally located by friends at the County 
hospital, under armed guard, 

When Billy regaïned consciousness 
In the county hospi tal, he was not only 
under au armed guard, but faced (and 
still does) two counts of "interferïng 
with or resisting an axeeutivs officer 
with fear, force or violence”, Billy 
is being charged becauae be is not a 
silent vLctim, He has not hesitated to 
expose the brutality and vieiousness 
of the Alameda County Sheriffs De¬ 
partment. In their lying to keep from 
being exposed, the Alameda County fas¬ 
cist© have only appearecl more ridicu- 
luus, They actually cl ai tri that when they 
attempted to murder Billy Fulibright, 
that they were Jj defenrïing themselves 
from evaaive actioiT' on Billypart. 


wa , finaUy released from Santa Rita. 
Ho wever, the different* was very 
slight. For he was merely transfer red 
from a maximum security prisonfarm 
to che large social prison of the Qak- 
land Black Community, The difference 
was tb at now he had to try to survive 
with this new pbysicai disability. 


Since his release, Billy has been sub¬ 
ject to intensive harassment and overt 
racist attack, not only from the pig 
department, bui their cohorts in the 
Alameda County Welfare Department 
and the counry butchershops known as 
hospi tal s. 


Due to the loss of one leg, Billy 
Fulibright has been unable to walk for 
some time, The Alameda County Wel¬ 
fare Department has generousïy 
aliowed Rüly a starvation budget, 
They consistently make ”mistakes M in 
bis checks (once a $100.00 error), In 
addition, the Welfare Department's 
agent assigned to ‘help” Billy Full* 
bright seems to be very consistent In 
aidressing Brother Billy with racist 

remark© and acting as though her 
negligence is Billy’s faulï, She has 
not once made provlsions for Billy's 
t ran sport atï on co the county hos pi cal for 
the treamients he requires* Heisofcen 
fnreed to get there the best way he 
can. 


Tliere was one euurity employee who 

did yet involved! wlrh Riliy t an u cruly 

human le vet, sbowtng some re al con¬ 
cern for his welfare. She was fired 
from her Job in the Probation Depart¬ 
ment. This worker, Sharon Damaron, 
became involved with his case afcer 
the prisoners at Santa Rita made luüd 
protests against the pigs J murderous 
assault upon Billy. She would provide 
transpo rtation and food for Biliy when 
the Welfare Department would not. 


Billy Fulibright, to make marters 
worse, has been ried up in die Ala¬ 
meda County Court syscem for over 3 
year now* trying to fight theridiculous 
assault charges against him from the 
time when he was shot inside the jatl. 
The case has been delayed repeatedly 
by the District Aciurney's office. The 
county wants to cover its mistakes 
as quietiy as possible* The Alameda 
County Sheriffs have even offered 
to “settle” with Btlly, by paying in 
money for what they had caused him 
to suffer for Iife É They w'anted to rake 
care of this out of court, He has re- 
fused to compromise; he wil! neither 
be silent nor complacent.

The State's web of lies is unfolding 
for the third time in the second re- 
trial of Huey P, Newton, leader of 
the Black Ponther Party and Servant 
of the People. The same wftnesses are 
appearing and the same lies are being 
rold by the statoss before^Prosecuring 
District Aroomey, Don al d Whyte, how- 
ever, is losing contrei of some of 
bis star wimesses, tnhis opening state¬ 
ment, Whyte promised to prove that 
Officer Heanes, as well as Frey, was 
shot by Huey, Whyte placed greatweïght 
on Heanes* testimony to substantiate 
these lies, (Heanes, a mernber of the 
Oakiand Pig Department, was Frey's 
accompllce in an unsuccessful mur- 
derous attempt on Huey P. Newton* s 
life on Öctober 27, Ï9ó7„) 

This time Whyte* s cast of playersis 
siipping, Offreer Heanes, after three 
previous dress rehearsals, took the 
stand and he couldn’c remember the 
script, 

Whyte was not too happy when the 
inconsistenciea in hls case began to 
be revealed by Heanes, In prior testi¬ 
mony Heanes f< idemified M another pas¬ 
senger in the car that night and bis 
clothing, This time he said he didnt 
know how that passenger was dressed. 
When hls previous contradictory testi- 
money was brought up to him, he 
squirmed in the witness chair, saying 
that he may have said that at orte 
time, but that his previous, sworn testi¬ 
mony was incorrect^

In the ftrst trial, Heanes also said 
that he had ' ‘blacked-out" at some 
point during the incident, This time 
he conveniently didn*t “remember ,, 
blacklng out, Heanes aeemlngly photo* 
graphic memory could not place a gun 
in Huey‘s hand either, although heori- 
ginally stated that ",„Newton turned 
around and starled shooting," 

Heanes continued to confuse his own 
story, In prior testimony he had re- 
cited, dramaticaily, how after being 
shot, he climbed into Frey*s Patrol 
car, and, propping himself up on his 
left arm, he radioed in that Frey had 
been shot. Now, he doesn’t recall 
getcing into the car, 

Howcver, sonie of these little lies 
cound not top what he finally did. 
Alt along Heanes has elaimed that two 
persons were in the Volkswagen at the 
time it was stopped: "To the best of 
my knowledge there were no other 
persons in or about the area, nor 
were there any other vehicles on the 
South side of 7ch Street . tf Heanes had 
previously glven a general description 
of the passenger. When aakerï this time 
about that descripdon of the passenger, 
-Heanes said that the description the 
defense was rnentloning did not apply 
io the passenger, He could not re¬ 
member what the passenger had on. 
That description fit a third person, 
standing out side the car, at the same

Robert Williams, a political prisoner 
from the Southern Califorma Chap ter of 
tke Black Pantker Party w toho is 
currently incarcerated in Folsom*s 
Adjustment Center, descrihed the 
process of dehumamzation tkere: "...

As fact 3. States, the increasing in- 
security of investments in the colonia!

ist countries are evening out.” Ie this 
not a perfect strategy for the U.S. 
Imperiaiists and their puppets to con- 
soiidate their defensive forces, and 
without omitting factors l, 2, and 3, 
is this not the subtle means of bring- 
ing the Imperialist countries and its 
regimes under one roof to deal wlth 
the forces of socialism? Item 12, 
answers this precisely, Items 10. and 11. 
further intensify this belief: "Thecom- 
petition among the Imperialist coun¬ 
tries is more acute thanpreviously”; 
"This conipctition aiuuiig Imperialist 
powers Is taking place, however, within 
the framework of the new worldwide 
relatipnship of forces, Under these 
condltlons, lm er imperialist compe- 
tirion has come to be replaced by In-

glnning to have more respect for An¬ 
gela Davis than they did for the State 
govemment. And these people were not 
Jusr the so-called "radicals" and "mi¬ 
litants'', on or off U.CL.A/s campus. 
Al I kinds of people were beginning to 
support ihé cause of Angela Davis. 

Now the State had to resolvc the 
dilemma it had created for itself. Et 
had to start a campaign to re-bui ld 
their prestige and destroy the Feople’s 
love that wns building and growing for 
Angela Davis. By August of 1970, An- 
geia's Gtruggle for justice at U.C.L.A. 
was heing gready supported by one 
young Brother partieularly* seventeen- 
year olcl Brother Jonathan Jackson. Be- 
sides the everyday horror of the ex- 
perience of heing a Black person in 
the United States, Jonathan Jackson 
had pardcular reasons himself for 
Üghtmg injwjsrtee. F-Fis brother* Oom- 
i :ujc Csorge Jacfcaon, had apent the 

last 10 years in California prisons* for 
supposedly being involved in a $70.00 
robbery, Together, Angela and Jona¬ 
than also were werking to aid in the 
defentse of Gom rade George Jackson, 
and two other Brothers, Pleet a Drumgo 
and John Clutchette, the Soledad Bro¬ 
thers. who had been falsely cliarged 
with the murder of a racist guard at 
Soledad Prison. 

On August 7, 1970, Brother Jona¬ 
than Jackson, in an act of outstanding 
revoiutionary heroism, feil, having 
been murdered by Marüi County and 
San Quentin and other California pigs, 
Besides Jonathan, a judge, and two 
other Brothers, WilliamChrietmas and 
James McClain were also brucally 
gunned down by California fascists, 
Brother Ruchell Magee was also 
wounded seriously du ring the incident 
in Marin. lt was said* by pigs, that 
Brother Jonathan was trying to help 
the Soledad Brothers “ escape", along 
wlth Brothers Christin as, McLaln and 
Ruchell Magee. 

Because of Angela's devoted struggle 
for the freedom of all politieal prison¬ 
ers, because she had worked par- 
ticularly hard with Cornrade Jonathan 
Jackson to defend the human rights 
of the Soleilad Brothers* because the 
pi^is needed soniething to make hei 
appear a "VÜlain 1 * in the eyes of the 
People, the pigs snatched up these 
tragic events and used them to fur- 
ther attack Sister Angela. 


They charged her, along with the 
only survivor of the Marin incident* 
Brother Ruchell Magee, with con- 
spiracy to commtt murder, Brother 
Ruchell also faces a large conglomer- 
ation of other phoney charges in con- 
nection with August 7th* and faces, 
a utomatle al ly* the death penalty. But, 
the campaign against Sister Angela, 
who could have, because of her wide 
popiiiarity* raised a great deal of 
support and funds for many political 
prisoners, had gotten underway, They 
feit they could destroy her support and 
thereby silence a strong vulce of the 
People. 

They wanted "Mr. andMrs. Ameri¬ 
ca 1 * to just eake a ^good' 1 look at the 
* + real J * Angela Davis, not as the in¬ 
telligent* young Professor, suffe ring 
ander American in justice, but as a 
vicious purchaser of guns and con- 
spirator in murder, They feit that would 
do ir + Again, the People were not fooled, 
They raised an even louder voice in 
her behalf, crying* J 'Free Angela!", 
for now she w^as herself a part of 
the maximum prison community* 
Support came from everywhere, from 
many people* from many different 
councries. 


Now, U.S, fascists had to correct 
their even greater mistake. Sister 
Angela Davis had to be destroy eds ome - 
how, They even tried to push the idea 
that she is different frotm other 
prisoners of U.S. fascism, other poli- 
tical prisoners. bi that way* they feit 
they could separate her from the 
masses of oppressed people. After all, 
they said, she is an inteliecrucai* she 
bas too much support, she’s given 
special privileges by the pigs, All of 
this is untrue. Her Ufe In prison, in 
the Marin Courny jail, is as inhumane 
as other prisoners. Her Ie gal fees are 
stül unpatd* 

Ho wever, now they are building their 
case for what thev feel will be the 
grand finale* the closing of the issue 
of Angela Davis, They have presented, 
in court, some letters to Angela from 
Ruchell Magee, written prior co August 
of 1970* This they hope wül prove* 
at least to the People* that she and 
Ruchell were in cahoots" all along, 
They want to telL the American peo¬ 
ple, you see, your 'Tittle darling J ’ 
has been tfllking to this "criminal*' 
all slong, The fact that Brother Ru-

time that Huey was outside of the 
car. AU before, there had Just been 
Huey outside the car, and one 
passenger, inside, "„,no other persons 
in or about the area*" A third person. 
Heanes had not previously mentloned 
this. Heanes could not now say what 
that third pers on was doing* At this, 
Whyte was so very upset with Heanes, 
that when the court was adjoumed for 
that day, Whyte roughly pulled Heanes 
over to the District Attomey* s table* 
He screamed and raged over the 
blunder, the admission that a third 
person was in fact there, when Frey 
was killed. This Information does not 
fit the Sta te’s story, 

Whyte, naturally, remainedupset* He 
has stooped now to blatant violation 
of any legal code of ethicsorlaw wliich 
stands in the way of propping up of 
his shaky case* Defense Attomey 
Charles Garry pointed out that Heanes 
and Dell Ross (another wirness) were 
both in District Attomey Whyte's 
Office* Garry has never had the op¬ 
por tunity to interview Dell Ross, al- 
though* a defendant has the right to 
interview all prospective witnesses. 
The interview was scheduled hut Judge 
Cook ruled that it was not necessaxy, 
stnee Ross fwho was surrounded by 
armed oolice and Is in police "cus- 
tody") would be intimidated by Garry* 
Dell Ross, of course, said nothing. 
Whyte then said that Dell Ross didn't 
want to talk to Garry and "Garry had 
his chünce”. 

So, the trial contlnues* The sensa- 
tationalism and lies that Whyte ac- 
tempts to introducé in this case are 
faüing* His wimesses cannot maintain 
the State's story with the proper lies, 
The State is feverishly searching for 
other ploys and trieks* But they wil! 
fail* This third attempt to raiiroad 
Huey F, Newton tvill not meet with 
success because the people will not 
let it, Come to the trial and let the 
State know that the People know whe 
the real criminals are.

chell wrote to hundreds of people all 
the time, most of whom he did not 
know personally, they hope will be 
overlooked. If this fails, they have 
other alternatives, They have also 
presented in Court the letters of Gom- 
rade George Jackson, written by her 
to him, als o before August 7th. He re, 
by slander and thievery (pigs stole 
these letters from Comrade George’s 
personal belongings !n his prison cell, 
after they murdered him), the fascists 

wish to build a cheap "True Con- 
fessions" version of the relationship 
of Comrade George and Angela. These 
are "love" letters, they declare. Their 
point is that she was so much in love 
(in their corrupted senee of the word) 
with Comrade George, she would have 
done "anything" to"pleasehim M .That 
ie the most disgusting part of their 
Of tflll plan, They have not only lied 
ab t and distorted the love between 


Comrade George and Angela* which 
was a mutual love of the masses of 
Black and all oppressed people, but 
they have used this He to cover-up 
the varlous murders they themselves 
have committed, 

tf none of this works, there is an¬ 
other, more sure bet, on which the 
vicious California fascists can rely. 
They know that the Black community 
partlcularly is united in support of 
Sister Angela Davis. Therefore, it 
would be a hopeless question to ailow 
a jury to judge her that would even 
have one Black on it, Although the 
logica! site for her trial would be 
San Francisco, they have decided An¬ 
gela will be tried in racist Santa 
Clara County, California. Although San 
Francisco Mayor, Joseph Alioto, would 

certainly help "his" courts to cry and 
keep Blacks bff the jury, there was 
some hope there* There was a smidgeon 
of a possibillty that she would get a 
jury in San Francisco on which at 
least a few of her peers might sit, 
There happens to be a large Black 
population in San Francisco* In Santa 
Clara County, ONE PERCENT of the 
population is Black, 

During court hearings to fight this 
obviously racist move, Angela's at- 
torney. Sister Margaret Bumham, 
hrought forward enough evidence to 
prove to even the most ynenJightpned 
that Angela Davis eould not gec a 
fair trial in Santa Clara County. Be- 
sides eveïything else, a local Black 
attomey testified that in ten years 
of praedee in Santa Clara, he had 
only been part of one case in which 
there was only one Black on the Jury* 
Furchermore, Santa Clara County is 
populated prlmarUy by old, very rich, 
white people* Santa Cl ara's cltizenry 
consider themselves the "settlers" of 
California* In other words, Angela 
Davis has a 99% chance ro be tried 
by a Jury of old, rich, white racists. 

Is there any question that we must 
continue the cry, "F REE ANGEL AT"

throughout the state. Now they are in 
Folsom'a Adjustment Center, 4-A, and 
the Punitive Segregation Section, 1-C, 
They are confined to their ceils 23 | 
to 24 hotirs per day without regular j 
prison privileges or programs, Their 
pamle is in danger, 

F 'Charges against these prisoners 
range from 'conspiring to take over 
the institution/ to being a Black Pan- 
ther* to associating with known radi- 
cals. The sixteen placetl in segregatlon 
units have not even had the usual prison 
disciplinary hearing--itself ruledcon- 
stitutionally Inadequate last June by 
U,S, Judge Alphonsu Zirpoli, 

"The lawsuit, in the form of a pe- 
tition for writ ofhabeas corpus, claims 
that the Folsom iock-up Is racially 
discriminatory, denies due process of 
law, constitutes cruel and unusual 
puuïshment, and the firsr 

amendment freedoms hy punïsniDg j 
prisoners for their supposed bel iels 
and associations. Defendants include 
Correcrions Director Procunier, 
Warden Graven, and other Folsom of¬ 
ficials. 

"The sixteen prisoners ask in their 
petition that the court restore them to 
their former status arnong the general 
prison papulation and that reports that 
they have been locked-up expunged 
from their prison records. The suit 
further asks that the court grant 
$25,000. for compensatory damages, 

and $IÖQ,OCX), for each of the sixteen 
prisoners. 

"The prisonere’ attorneys- -Patri 
Roberts, Kichard Doctoroff and

The problem of survival is common 
to Blackpeople throughoutthis country.

even today, for many of our People to 
even recognize that we are oppressed, 

Knowledge co mes to people in many 
ways* The most lasting knowledge 
comes through the direct experience* 
Certainly, however, most things we 
know about have come to us through in¬ 


direct means. We have beard or read 
of a thing. And, we respond to those 
things about which we have read just 
as we respoitd to those things we have 
actually experienced. The oppressor 
knows this. This ia why the fascist, 
racist U*$, government maintalns a 
vigorous campaign to keep us in the 

dark about our own existence. We end 
up belleving as truth those things which 
are totally untrue, 

The quesnon becomes how and where 
to get Information that will spread 
some light on our situation, so that 
we can change things for the better, 
[n most Black communities even the 
so-caüed fl free*' library materials are 
not avallahle, In the Black community 
in Phlladelphia (Pennsylvania), for ex- 
ample, the library that has great quan» 
cicïes of books and materials is located 
far from the Black community* in the 
downtown area. Therefore, it is dif- 
ficuit for most Blacks to get even the 
pieces of information the power 


structure does allow you to have, 
Besides* even there, thereare veryfew 
books by* fur, or about Black people, 
To meet the need of our People to find 
out their true history and etudy it f 
and to get as much written information 
as possible conceming our present-day 
situation, the Pcnnsylvania Chapter of 
the Black Panther Party initiaced a 
People's F ree Library, in Phüa- 
delphia, This library contalns books 
apccifically conceming past and 
present information about Black peo¬ 
ple. It is open to all the People and 
eapecially our Youth. 

We must remember that it is what 
they, our youth, learn and can teach 
that will test whether we have done our 
work well, lt is whether on this, our 
turn around, we pass on in words and 
deeds the correct information, so that 
future generntions may only Look upon 
the evil oppression ot this day as an 
old tale belonging to the dead past,
